Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for the courtesies extended to Applicant's 
representative during the telephone interview conducted on July 10, 2008. An Examiner 
Interview Summary was made of record as Paper No. 20080710. 

During the interview, Applicant's representative proposed additional claim amendments to 
the independent claims to further distinguish over the cited references. In particular, Examiner 
Heckeit and Applicant's representative discussed amending die controlling part set forth in 
independent claims 1 and 7 to state that it is configured to control the motor sensing part and is 
configured to set a drying cycle period. In addition, Applicant argued that Kenjo discloses a 
dehydration step, which essentially amounts to more spinning of the laundry, and does not 
specifically describe a drying cycle as required by die claims,
